same before an officer authorised in this behalf by the Government 
by notification in the Gazette . It is proposed to declare the Assistant 
Excise Commissioner in charge of the respective Excise Division as 
the authorised Officer for the purposes of the above Section . The 
notification is to achieve this object.

Section 67 E of the Abkari Act lays down that any person 
aggrieved by an order passed under Section 67 B , may appeal to 
an officer not below the rank of a Deputy Commissioner of Excise 
authorised by the Government by Notification in the Gazette. It is 
proposed to authorise the Joint Excise Commissioner as the appellate 
authority for the purposes of the above section . The notification 
is intended to achieve the above purpose . 
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
